twentiety century. 


Let the farmer feel that he has an 


occupation which will aid him in get- 
ting a broader and a more practical 
knowledge of nature than any other 
pursuit in Ire 
This knowledge will 


be refining and elevating and very sat- 
isfying to our intellectual, social and 
spiritual wants 


"I believe the farmers should have a 


room iu the couit house where they 
could meet o'ten and give in their ex- 
perience concerning any crop, or enter- 
prise, or get such knowledge of others 


they might stand in immediate 


need of. The results of said meetings 
could be published in the weekly news- 
papers and the good derived from them 
would be a public benefit. For the 
citi/.en as well as the countryman could 
have a better supply of all the good 
things that como from the farm and 
garden 


'Ex-Governor Tloaul, of Wisconsin, 


lias said that as the result of their in- 
stitute work for two years there was 
planted fifty thousand acres more of 
fodder corn that year than before in 
that state, and it was supposed to be 
worth at least one million dollars.

The mayor ol 
Now York receives |10,000 a year, tbo 
same t alary ta tho governor of tho state 
Tho city has ou its pay roll more tb.au 
17,000 employees. These iuolnde, ol 
course, policemen and iclioolteaohors. 
Tho mayor baa at hit disposal already 
$82fi,000 of public patronage. Certain 
changes in tho 6 tat a laws may In made 
by tlio new legislature, which will place 
M. 737,000 woithof patronage in tlio 
hauds of tbo major. Olio of tha proposed 
cuaDfjoi Is the abolishment of the much 
abused system of police Justices. Neit 
to being president, therefore, the besl 
thing is apparently to lm major of New 
York. 


Themayor has tbe appointment of sev-
